no such star is visible in any ¡» art of the 
heavens. 
An otmerver w rh a vivid im ­ 
agination fancied he had discovered this 
long looked for star, and announced its 
return in some journal of the day. 
The 
p aragrap h was widely cop ied throughout 
th e country. 
The idea p leased the |>op tl- 
lar fancy, w as received w ith almost un­ 
questioning faith, and the skv was eagerly 
scanned for a glimp se of the star th at 
ouee shone over the hum ble dwelling th at 
enshrined th« * Redeemer of m ankind. 
Even the jkmtIcss Venus was imp ressed 
into service, and was firm ly believed to 
1m* tb** sacred star once more shining 
up on the earth after w andering for ages 
in the star dep ths. 
The history of the so called Star of 
Bethlehem is briefly this: 
Tycho Brahe, 
a Danish astronom er, discovered, in the 
year 1172, an ap p arently new star near 
< ap h in ( ’assiojjea. 
W hen first seen, in 
November, it had attained the first m ag­ 
nitude. It increased rap idly in brilliancy, 
until it rivaled Venus, and was visible at 
noon*lay. .Jt, began to dim inish in bright 
ness in December, and continded to fade 
aw ay until the foil*» wing May, when it 
disap iM*ared from view. 
Forty year.-: later, when tin* b ioscop e 
was invented, a small telescop ic star was 
found close to the sj>ot w here the w on­ 
derful star w as s<*on. 
It is still there, 
and is p robably the same. 
It is now 
classed am ong variable stars, and is, 
therefore, liable to blaze forth at any 
tim e in the sam e extraordinary m anner. 
A fter classifying the star as a variabh 
the next thing to bo done w as to find out 
its p eriod of variability. 
Astronom ical 
record« were searched, and it was ascer 
tained that about the years 1303 and 91 
0 
bright stars suddenly ap p eared near the 
sam e quarter of the lieavens. 
It was, 
therefore, classified as a variable, w ith a 
p eriod of about 009 years. 
Counting 
back three p eriods from 956, the exact 
]m riod K ing uncertain, 
the star m ay 
have ap ]» eared near the tim e of the Chris­ 
tian era. 
Som e im aginative observer, 
for this reason, christened it the Star of 
B eth’iehem, and with scarce the shadow 
of a foundation the nam e has adhered to 
it ever since. 
It is also know n as the 
P ilgrim Star, an d among astronom ers as 
the star of 1572. 
If the star be a variable, w ith a p eriod 
ap p roxim ating to 309 years, it is now 
due and liable to burst forth into sudden 
brilliancy at an y time. No celestial event 
w ould be m ore welcome to astronom ers. 
Tho scientific w orld would be w ild w ith 
excitem ent over the substantiation of an 
ingenious theory and the confirm ation of 
its hop es. 
Its first ap p earance, its exact 
p osition in the heavens, its changes from 
day to « lay, w ould be telegrap hed all over 
the country and m inutely described in 
the journals of the day. 
The advent of 
a com et, sp anning the sky from the 
zenith to the horizon, would be of no ac 
count in com p arison w ith the blazing 
star! 
M eantime the telescop ic star near 
Cap h in C’assiojx*a show« no signs of any 
com ing disturbance, and observers m ust 
w ait p atiently for develop ments, reraem- 
L 'ring that the outburst will be sudden, 
if it come. 
It is generally considered th at tho ex­ 
traordinary changes of light in stars, like 
th at of 1572, are caused by sudden o ut­ 
bursts of glowing hydrogen gas, which by 
its ow n light and by heating up the whole 
surface of tho star causes the im m ense 
increase m brilliancy. 
The sp ots, faculao 
and rosy p rotuberances on the sun give 
some idea, on a small scale, of w hat m ay 
be going on in other suns on a m uch 
larger scale. 
Fortunately, the new or 
tem p orary stars observed by terrestrial 
astronom ers num lier only about tw enty- 
four, an infinitesimal num ber when com ­ 
p ared with tin* boundless m illions of stars 
th at shine with nearly unchanging bright­ 
ness. 
The p robability is, therefore, small 
th at our sun will be added to the list of 
blazing stars. 
He will p robably shine for 
m illions of years to some, as he has shone 
for m illions of years in the p ast, and if 
observed from other suns and system s 
will I»<* < lassed as a variable, w ith a p eriod 
of about * leveu years, corresp onding to 
the cycle of sun sp ots.—Scientific A m er­ 
ican,
